It appeara-thatthe editors 
aw tot all willing lo accept thow inetroe- 
cium sitting doyn, or withont iffering » 
modicurn of critisism. One of the O«aien 
cditora has at any rate handled the subject 
with considerable freedom, and doea not 
scon! inclined toaccept the rulingat Peking 
without thoroughly understanding it. The 
criti first of sit traces the frtunes of 
Qovepaper enterprise in Chinn from 
tho start till today, Ten: yoars- age 
thus papers were a hola and corner 
affiir, and passul unnoticed by the au- 
thorlties, Whentheir influence began to 
befelt, and their information hogan to be 
appreciated by the thousands ul readers, 
thooficials beyanta bs angry, This stage 
pased, and the third stage appeard, when 
the ofticiala weroafraid of the public preas, 
und manifested ‘their dread in miny ways,

Arough translition of the Poting ina 
tructions may beolintercst to readers. {1) 
There most be no vilifying of the lmperia! 

(2) The doings of the Goyornment 
must not he recklesly disenssed: (!) There 
mutt be nothing done to injure or interfere 
with poxcoful government. (4) Noattempt 
must be made to juterfere or tamper with 
the customs aud usages of thy people. 
(5) All matters olike pertaining to inter. 
national diplomury, and to intemal go- 
vermont, which sre under diseusion by 
the officials at (le yamens, must bo 
ignored. Whilst they are yet unsettled 
whould information concerning thew aHaira 
surrptitiously find itg way inte tho office of 
an cditor, even though it would nike good 
copy, it must not be printed till the ques 
tion nndcr disewsion is finally sottled. 
(6) Inall matters oflitigation yet unsettled,

wish to publish a nowspapcr, must, without 
failnpply to the nesrest police atstion or 
yamon, and preaont a staternent of the 
inteoded scope oftho paper. If the reply 
ia favournble, then the project may be 
discussed. 

Tt will be seen at a glance that the 
Government of china desices to place its 
feet on the neck of newsp=per entorprigo, 
and Ihorofore attcnpte to impose thee new 
regulhtions, Many of them on the surface 
are {rir and simple suough, and one woald 
Ebiok it were aupeiluoua to demave com- 
pliance therewith ; but tho editors know the 
Chinese Govertmunt, and fear therinuous 
ways along which the latter will crwp when 
it han object’in view. Some of them 
therfore have subjected the quesion toa 
free handling, and asked soma pertinent 
quostiona ns to the xcope and imeming of
